desperately needed potatoes. But the sup 
ply was altogether out of keeping with 
the need, the carload was snapped up 
quickly, and many of the farmers had to 
drive home with empty wagons 

Kincaid is a small town in the south 
ern part of the province. There are a 
hundred such towns in the drought area. 
Conditions may be supposed to be more 
88 common in and around all of them, 

These potatoes were not given away. 
They were sold at 40c -er bushel, security 
being taken on the land of the buyers. 
The farmers were willing to pay the price 
and give the security, and anxious to get 
the potatoes. 

The obvious fact is that supplies of 
this and other kinds of vegetables are not 
pouring into the relief area in the volume 
that is needed. That is not to say that 
the Relief Commission is not functioning 
efficiently. But the task confronting it is 
tremendous, and the urgency of getting 
the supplies and distributing them before 
cold weather comes may have been under- 
estimated. 

The companion picture is that in cen- 
tral and northern Alberta there is a huge 
surplus of potatoes and other vegetables 
which are scarcely worth the cost of dig- 
ging. Acres of these products will be fro- 
zen in the ground unless a market opens 
up somewhere immediately, 

The drought relief machinery needs 
speeding-up, and should set itself the task 
of transferring the surplus vegetables 
from central and northern Alberta to the 
empty cellars in the dry belt. Every fall 
day that passes should see a trainload of 
potatoes and other garden produce mov- 
ing from this district to the needy families 
in southern Saskatchewan. :
